4. (Original) The device according to claim 2, wherein the luminescent device comprises a light 
emitting diode.

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6. (Original) The device according to claim 1, wherein the shape of the housing comprises a 
shape substantially similar to the shape of at least one of the group consisting of a handbag, a 
briefcase, a suitcase, a lunch box, a backpack, a makeup case, and toiletry bag. 

7 (Original) A lighting device comprising: 

a housing substantially in the shape of a handbag and having an interior and an aperture therein for 
the passage of light; 

a light source residing in the interior of the housing and coupled thereto; 
a power supply coupled to the housing and to the light source; and 
a switch coupled to the power supply; 

wherein, when the switch is actuate*!, the light source is turned on and light passes from the light 
source through the aperture. 

8. (Original) The lighting device of claim 7, wherein the housing is sized to fit within a hand of 
the user.
